BREAKS OUT AND 
ELUDES HUNTERS 


CUPID GETS DROP 
ON WM. S. HARTj 
LITTREL TO OWE 
STATE 25 YEARS 
AFTER HIS DEATH 
(By tha Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, Dec. 12.— ‘ Lucky” 
Tommy O’Connor, gunm an and 
killer, was to have been led to­ 
day to the death cell in the 
Cook county jail, there to await 
his hanging T hursday morning 
for the killing of a policeman, 
but instead he was reading a 
company of about 3,000 police 
and deputies a m erry chase, a ft­ 
er a 
sensational escape 
from 
the jail. Four guards were over­ 
powered and four other pris­ 
oners escaped, but O’Conner’s 
reputation as a killer suffered 
when he failed to use his re­ 
volver, which had been sm ug­ 
gled to him. 
The jail break was charac­ 
terized by Chief of Police Fitz- 
m aurice as a 
“ fram e-up” be­ 
tween O’Connor and jail offic­ 
ials, and the chief ordered his 
men to bring in O’Connor dead 
or alive. Searching inquiries was 
also started by the State Attor 
ney Robert Crowe, and Sheriff 
Charles Peters. The sheriff sus­ 
pended three guards and also 
offered a rew ard of $500 for 
O’Connor’s apprehension. 
At 9 :5 0 a. rn. police reported 
they believed they had OConnor 
surrounded in a house on the 
south 
side. 
Rifle 
squads 
and 
te a r gas bombers arm ed with 
bullet proof shields, moved on 
wheels, were dispatched to the 
scene. 
When the police arrived they 
found the tip wits false.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Dec. 12. 
W hen Jesse 
Littrel, convic­ 
ts d of bank robbery and m u r ­ 
der. completes serving 
a 
life 
sentence in the O klahoma peni­ 
tentiary he will still owe the 
state 25 years at 
hard 
labor 
behind prison walls, according 
to a decision handed down here 
by criminal court of appeals. 
Littrel robbed the First Na­ 
tional Hank at H arrah, Okla.. 
J a n u a ry 19^7, and shot his way 
through 
to freedom through 
a 
pease of officers and 
citi­ 
zens. A week later he was cap­ 
tured. after having iii the mean­ 
time 
shot 
and 
killed 
L. 
M. 
Bouldware of Okfuskee county. 
A bung Jury was the result 
of the first trial in which he 
us charged with murder. The 
other jury convicted 
him 
of 
bank robbery and he was sen­ 
tenced to the penitentiary for 
25 
years. 
He 
appealed, 
but 
before* the appeal was passed 
on. he was tried again on a 
m urder charge, convicted and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for 
life. After serving part ot the 
life sentence his conviction of 
the robbery was affairmed.

After Slaughter was sentenced to 
the electric chair for this killing 
i he again told the Rev. 
Mr. Hogg 
that be wanted to have the money 
recovered and wanted to give it to 
the minister to be used for prison 
! reform work in Arkansas. The tnin- 
! ister refused to take the money and 
! told S lau g h ter the only way to go 
I to the chair with a clear conscience 
! was to tell the minister the hiding 
, place of the money. This Slaughter 
agreed to do and told Mr. Hogg to 
have Mills meet him at the death 
cell on December 13.

commissioners as city attorney was 
made public thUr morning by J. VV. 
Dean. 
The statement in full follows: 
“Since my resignation from the 
office of city attorney the other day, 
Quite a few people have asked why 
I resigned, and in order that all 
the people may know 
and 
that 
there may be no niis-undcrstandmg 
as to my resignation, I kindly ask 
that you publish this letter which 
gives below my reasons for resign­ 
ing the office. * 
“ We all know of the unpleasant! 
situation now existing in certain of' 
our city affairs iii regard to the 
alleged shortage 
of 
Commissioner 
Jones. My resignation was due to a 
difference of opinion which arose 
between 
me 
aud 
the 
other 
two 
members of the board as to my 
authority, as city attorney, 
ouster 
proceedings 
against 
mins!oner Jones, also, as to 
immediate action on 
his 
bond to recover the alleged 
age. 
“ When the Question of filing: oust­ 
er proceedings #was lirst mentioned 
to me by the nitty or' I made an in­ 
vestigation into tho law of the case. 
and after such Investigation found 
that under neither the city charter 
nor the state statutes had authority 
been conferred upon the city attor­ 
ney to institute ouster-proceedings 
against any elective officer, but that 
this authority had been conferred 
by law upon other tribunals aud up­ 
on other officers of the county and 
state. 
“ Not wishing, therefore, to stulti­ 
fy myself as a lawyer by filing a 
suit or proceeding in court wherein 
I had no authority to act, as I con­ 
ceived the law to bet in this case, i 
I resigned rather than do so. An­ 
other reason, aside from the want 
of authority on the part of the city 
attorney to file the ouster proceed-. 
lugs, there was nothing on the date 
of my resignation on file with the 
city except an uusworn. preliminary 
report of the auditors sent to the 
mayor and 
which as I 
was told 
showed an alleged shortage against 
Mr. Jones. This uusworn r» port of 
the auditors I considered insuffic-. 
ient to base ouster proceedings up­ 
on. even though I had authority to 
do so, and insisted that we wait un­ 
til the auditors filed with us their 
completed, sworn report showing the 
actual shortage, if any. 
The commissioner. Mayor Kitch­ 
ens 
and 
Commissioner 
Smith, 
thought otherwise and insisted that 
the court proceedings b* 
instituted 
at once, both to have Commission­ 
er Jones removed and to recover 
upon his bond for the alleged short­ 
age. As to filing suit on the bond. 
I was walling at all tunes to con­ 
cede that it was my duty to do so 
when the shortage was ascertained, 
but as to this I wanted to wait until 
the auditors had filed their final, 
completed and sworn report to get 
the exact amount of the shortage 
to sue for. 
“ Briefly stated the above are the 
reasons for my resignation and as 
they are based 
upon purely legal 
matters I should not resort to the 
columns of the newspai*er to explain 
them, as I have never b e f o r e tried 
legal battles through the press, ex­ 
cept for the fact that these differ­ 
ences of opinion above mentioned 
arose in connection with my public 
and official duties and as several 
have asked me to state to them 
my 
reasons for resigning and 
in 
order that all may know I make the 
above statement.
